Senator Nixon was one of the most 
conspicuous mining magnates in the 
West and was intimateiy associated

He was 52 years old and a native of | 


California, going to Nevada early in 
life. He acquired large interests in 


began his political caréer wth ser- 
vice in the Nevada Legisiature. He 
was attacked by magazine writers ow- 
ing to the methods by which they 
said he acquired his fortune, for he 
was rated as several] times a million- 
aire with a-personal following un- 
equalled by any other man in his 
State. 

In the United States Medinia Mr. 
Nixon was a quiet figure, rarely hav- 
ing anything to say in the floor pro- 
ceedings, though always ready to give 
his advice in the private counsels of 
the Repubican Senators, among whom 
he ranked high. He was chairman 
of the, committee on reclamation of 
arid iands, a committee which seldom 
meets. He watched closely legisla- 
tion affecting the western interests, 
but confined his work to delibera- 
tions in committee.

There were 
eight high schools woppogonies in the 
gathering. 

Holmes dwelt at length on charac- 
ter formation and told of its value in 
the life-work.of every man. He told 


who would accompany him on his 
dash for the South Pole. He said 
Lieut. Scott realized that he would 
be at least eighteen months away 
from civilization ana that he must 
have men of character, and thig was 
the first requisite he looked for. 

The speaker told of the work that 
was. being done in Australia by the 
student body of the high schools and 
of the great interest taken ih clean 
living. He likened the continent in 
the South Seas to the United States 
and said the aims of the two coun- 
tries afe along the same lines and 
that each foresees in the training and | 
development of the students of the 
high schools the greatest factor of 
safety for the future welfare of the 
countries. 

He delivered a homily on truth tell- 
ing and Mkened the perfect truth of 
everything in nature and the entire 
universe to a perfect life. 

“This earth of ours,” said Holimes, 
“is revolving at the rate of 24,000 
miles each day as it spins on its axis; 
it is whirling at a tremendous rate 
around the sun and the en solar 
system is swinging at a speed that is 
unthinkable around some great 
pivotal point that is unknown, but 
there is no friction as every move- 
ment is perfect and true and not a 
flower is injured by this terrific speed.

A 
lie makes a groove-or a rut and 
thoughts that follow are forced to 
travel in this rut as a wagen will run 
in a rut in a road.
